Sy dney , Au stralia, April 16 — 
(A P)—In a big military hospital 
beside a g lassy lag oon somewhere 
in 
Au stralia, 
more 
than 
200 
wou nded United States and Fili­ 
pino troops brou g ht ou t of Manila 
on New Year’s Ev e are recu per­ 
ating for battles of another day . 
Most of them bear wou nds from 
bombs and 
machine 
g u n 
fire 
showered u pon Manila's Clark and 
Nichols fields 
in 
raids 
started 
shortly after the Japanese attack 
on Pearl Harbor. 
Some were casu alties in the land 
battles that pu shed the first wav e 
of inv aders back into the sea off 
northern Lu zon. 
Comfortably situ ated in roomy 
bu ng alows, the men hav e many 
v isitors and plenty to read—for 
word of their presence resu lted in 
g enerou s hospitality . 
The Filipinos like to play g u i­ 
tars and sing to the nu rses. 
Among the wou nded Americans 
is Charles Freeman of Canton, IU., 
one of the w ar’s first casu alties. 
He was in a machine g u n nest 
at 8 a. rn. Dec. 9 at Nichols field 
when sirens sou nded an air alarm 
and the whistle of bombs came 
simu ltaneou sly . 
"I fell flat on my face and the 
first bomb hit abou t 
20 
feet 
away ", he said today . 
Forg ot Abou t Injury 
"I knew I was hit bu t in the 
noise and 
ex citement I 
forg ot 
abou t it u ntil I tried to g et u p 
Then I realized the lower part of 
one leg had been shattered. 
Now 
they ’v e taken six bomb frag ments 
ou t and i ii be walking in three or 
fou r months. 
"When we pu lled ou t of Manila 
in a hospital ship at midnig ht one 
nig ht, the city was 
in 
flames. 
Some fliers said the fires cou ld be 
seen IOO miles. 
"Ou r hospital ship was a 2.000- 
ton tram p steamer painted white 
and fly ing the Red Cross Hag .
